now producing over 106 barrels a 
day . 
The oil is 90 per cent asphaltum 
of ten gravity and is said to 
he 
ideal for fuel purposes. The Stand­ 
ard Oil company is reported 
to 
have secured 
leases 
on acreage 
from B itter Point, six blocks from 
the Faukner well, along the shore 
to Huntington 
Beach, six 
miles 
away . 
Establish Drilling Zone 
The city of Newport Beach 
has 
established 
a 
zone, 
restricting 
drilling inside a prescribed area. 
The well is located in W est New­ 
port and is on the same anticline 
with the lx ing Beach Consolidated 
Oil company , which resumed drill­ 
ing Thursday on Newport, Heights 
overlooking the bay . 
The 
Long 
Reach well is a mile north rf the 
Faulkner well, which is located on 
1 w'hat are called the “Flats.” 
Pumping 
is done 
by the 
hot 
, w ater process. 
W ater is forced 
| down the casing to a depth of 8 00 
feet by means of a two-inch pipe 
cy linder with a hall valve at 
the 
well end. An endless stream of hot 
w ater softens the oil sufficiently 
to perm it pumping. 
About three y ears ago W. J. Ful­ 
kerson and his three sons began 
drilling an oil well upon the Town- 
send-Vanderwater company ’s prop­ 
erty along the west side of Central 
avenue, near 
Santa Ana 
bridge. 
Mr. Fulkerson, the father of 
the 
hoy s, is a theater 
man 
in 
San 
Diego and has financed his sons 
through the weary m onths 
that 
spudded in No. 1 well. Number 
one, although a producer of almost 
pure asphaltum , proved unprofita­ 
ble because of 
the smallness of 
the casing. It was practically 
an 
ex perim ental well any way . 
However, the showing that 
it 
made was so encouraging that it 
was decided to put up a standard 
derrick and rig and go after 
the 
oil th at they were satisfied 
was 
there. They therefore incorporated 
under the name of The Newport Oil 
and Refining company . Drilling on 
No. 2 well was commenced 
less 
than six months ago. The 
com­ 
pany acquired leases upon a total 
of 
about 
eighty -five 
acres 
of 
which about twenty -two acres are 
upon the east side of Central ave­ 
nue and the balance on the west 
side. 
Claims Theory Dis prov ed 
Mr. Faulkerson claims that 
he 
has disapproved the old theory oft 
repeated that there is no oil to be 
found south and east of the Santa 
Ana river in Orange county . 
W ell No. 2, which is located less 
than 100 feet from No. 1 and at a 
depth of about 8 50 feet, encounter­

w asted, or given off by the body 
throu gh exercise, and m u st be re ­ 
placed by ou r food. 
It follows, 
natu rally , th a t w hen ou r food con­ 
tains the sam e chem ical u nits as 
fou nd in the body , and is tak en in 
norm al am ou nts, 
the 
body 
su b­ 
stance is protected and bu ilt u p, 
b u t it is bu rned as fu el w hen the 
food su pply is insu fficient. 
T he hu m an body being u nable to 
assim ilate these elem ents in th eir 
inorganic 
condition, 
as 
for 
in­ 
stance, comm on iron, bone, etc., 
therefore they m u st be organized 
(as in plant life) before they can 
be u tilized by th e body . 
A llowing 
then, th at anim al produ cts all con­ 
tain a share of th e nu tritive con­ 
stitu ents neoessary for ou r ex ist­ 
ence, becau se the anim al has taken 
su stenance 
from 
the 
vegetable 
kingdom , how m u ch b e tte r to get 
th e indispensable nu trim ent direct, 
by th e u se of foods direct from the 
hand of natu re? 
The anim al bu rns u p abou t eight 
pou nds of vegetable food in 
the 
m anu factu re of one pou nd of flesh, 
com m only u sed as food, and to this 
pou nd of flesh is added the “ash es,” 
or those produ cts t i w’aste and 
oxidation know n as u rea, u ric acid, 
creatinin, etc., w hich m u st in tu rn 
be elim inated from the body a t the 
expense of the excretory organs. 
These, having a norm al am ou nt of 
u rea, u ric acid, and w astes on hand

Promises Water Litigation 
Riverside Press. 
H aving satisfactorily adju dicated its varied w ater 
litigation, and having a su pply second to no Sou thern 
C alifornia city , R iverside can afford to w atch the 
w ater difficu lties of oth er sou th ern localities w ith 
ra th e r im personal interest. 
J u s t now P asadena is m aking every effort to in- 
:reaae its w ater su pply in proportion to its re ­ 
m arkable grow th. 
P asadena has not y et felt the 
real pinch for m ore w ater, bu t it is fast exhau sting 
its known w ater sou rces and is seeking new sou rces 
W ater bonds w ere recently voted to facilitate this 
developm ent. 
R ecently P asadena citizens filed on 
w ater and w ater storage rig h ts on the San G abriel 
river, ostensibly on behalf of th e city of Pasadena. 
The application calls for an appropriation of 447 ,000 
acre feet, despite the fact th a t the total “ru n-off” of 
the river is declared to be only 150.000 acre feet. 
R anchers in the San G abriel Valley , city officials 
of Long Beach and others interested have protested 
against the P asadena appropriation, and some w arm 
litigation is threatened. 
Long B each’s interest lies
